We have recently had called to our attention the fact 
thet neither our field units nor this headquarters receives 80- 
called "local leave” records on certain of the contractor 
representatives serving overseas. 


An accurate accounting of guch local leave will be 
required at termination of the respective individuel contracts, 
tf a claim for remmeration for accrued local leave is made. No 
elaim for such accrued leave, 45 Day be provided for in the 
respective tn@ividual employment agreements, will be honored 
unless such claim can be substantiated by accurate leave records. 
In addition, it is entirely conceivable thet et some future time 
prior to the normal termination of @ contract (either by com- 
pletion of the contract period or termination of activities), 

a situation may arise whereby & current recora of local leave 
Will be required. There has, in fact, been one such instance 


already. 


Bince we have not levied on the field representatives 
the responsibility for submitting a time and attendance report 
to our field units nor to this headquarters, we assume such @ 
record is being maintained by your office. If this is not the 
case, we would like your assurance that such record keeping 
Will be initiated in the immediate future.
